Mr. Allen explained that the 
realizable assets which would come 
back to the province, which should be 
taken into consideration, are as fol- 
lows: Realizable, $10,500,000; wheat 
board, $5,500,000; Alberta Telephones, 
$25,500,000, making a total of $43,- 
000,000, Another $63,000,000 was 
represented by public buildings, high- 
ways, bridges which were a per- 
manent asset to the province.

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\Communication 
Regarding Raising 
Of Bear | Lake 


Mr. Hugh Allien, M.L.A. for the 
jocal provincial constituency, has re- 
ceived from the director of water re- 
sources the following communication 
reearding the raising of the waters 
of Bear Lake. 


Dear Mr. Allen: 


Our records indicate that as early 
as 1915 this question was taken up 
with the Dominion Reclamation 
Branch and has been revived several 
times since. It has been the subject 
of various investigations by the Dom- 
inion government. Upper Bear Creek, 
which is the principal feeder of Bear 
Lake, enters the lake from the north- 
west. Bear Creek draing the lake 
at the southwest end and Spruce 
Creek enters the lower Bear Creek 
about one mile below the outlet from 
the lake. Bear Lake, which covers 
about 8,000 acres, is a shallow body 
of water which receives the drainage 
of about 350 square miles of territory. 
Of this, 25 square miles are directly 
tributary ‘to the lake itself, and the 
balance, 525 square miles, comes from 
the drainage basin of upper Bear 
Creek. In addition, the lake receives 
part of the flood water of Spruce 
Creek, which has a drainage area of 
about 100 square miles. Floods 
usually occur somewhat earlier in 
Spruce Creek than in upper Bear 
Creek and the water backs up to the 
lake. The fluctuation of water level 
in the lake from low to high water 
Stages is at least ten feet, and perhaps 
more in some years.

At these points it appears 
that the shores are extremely flat and 
comprise valuable hay flats. The 
owners of these hay flats have, in the 
past, proved to be the stumbling 
block to the construction of control 
works at the lake outlet. They ap- 
peared to fear that such works would 
adversely affect their hay lands. 

In all previous proposals to control 
Bear Lake the Dominion government 
made it plain that the construction 
of the necessary works as weil as 
their operation and maintenance would 
have to be undertaken by a respon- 
sible body, such as the Muncipality of 
Bear Lake No. 740 or the Village of 
Grande Prairie, and that such body 
would also have to assume responsi- 
bility for any damage claims which 
ht arise in case lands were flooded. 
It was considered th t, due to the 
large amount of water which might 
have to be handled in some years and 
the unupossibility of forecasting what 
condition of water supply might 
occur, it would not be practical to 
operate control works within such 
narrow limits as would ensure that 
these very flat hay lands would not 
be flooded at the haying seasun. A 
factor preventing quick control of 
lake levels is the character of the out- 
let creek. This has a very flat gra- 
dient, the fall being stated by one 
engineer as only 03 foot in the frst 
414090 feet. The discharge of such a 
stream would be comparatively small, 
more especially at the lower stages. 
© responsible body would under- 
take the responsibility of control 
works waen apprised of the full cir- 
cumstances. 

You can doubtless appreciate the 
fact that we could only give authority 
in such a case as this to some re- 
sponsible body. If the authorities of 
the Municipal District or of the town 
of Grande Prairie are prepared to 
proceed with the matter, we will be 
glad to furnish any information that 
we can that will be of assistance. I 
may say that a structure for the con- 
trol of the outlet creek was designed 
in the office of the Dominion com- 
missioner of irrigation in 1922. This 
was estimated to cost $3,500.
